TO $4,000,000 OF FER 


Federal Arbiter Secures Sig- 
natures on Christmas Pact, 


Averting Big Strike. 


| BOTH SIDES YIELD PIONTS.

Mediation ettorts of United States Labor 
Commissioner Charles P. Neill succeeded yes- 
terday in averting the threatened strike and 


| bringing about a settlement on the basis of 


an increase of 101-8 Ser cent in the wages 
of the men. 


A compromise peace proposition offered by | 


Commissioner Neill as a last resort was ac- 
cepted by both sides at final conferences held 
in the morning. 

At 3 o'clock in the afternoon, Grand Chief 
Warren 8S. Stone of the Brotherhood of Loco- 
motive Engineers and W. D. Scott, chairman 
of the general managers’ committee, affixed 
their signatures to the new agreement. 

The settlement will add a total of $4,000,000 


' @ year to the payroll for engineers on sixty- 


one western railroads.. This is $400,000 more 
than the railroads offered originally, and rep- 
resents the amount yielded by the roads to 


_ prevent a disastrous strike. 


Spirit of Christmas, Says Neill.. 

Commissinoer Neill, to whose diplomacy 
and skili in handling the federal mediation 
conferences was attributed the settlement, 
left for Washington immediately that peace 
wae assured. He commented on the settle- 
ment, only’ to the extent of saying that he 


was glad that thé outcome represented the 


spirit of the Christmas season. 

“It was a long, hard siege; and I am giad 
it is all over,’ said he. “ The settlement 
speaks for itself. I now can go home and 
spend Christmas free from worry over what 
might have been a disastrous ernenes for 
the entire country.”...

itself in working out @ plan for this city, 

City Engineer Ericson already has made a 
preliminary survey. of the local situation, 
which will be used as a basis for the work of 
the engineering department. 

Sanitary Commission to Meet. 

The sanitary district has a commission ap- 
pointed by former President Robert R. Mc- 
Cormick for the purpose of studying the 
ways of utilizing all the electrical power now 
bel generated by the various municipal 
bodies, such as the city electrical department, 
the park boards, the sanitary district, and by 
the county inetitutions; with a view to its 
more economical use. ‘ This commission will 


meet next Wednesday, and the first matter . 


that will be taken up will be the question of 
furnishing power to the water department, 
with special emphasis upon the establish- 
ment of a high pressu tem. 

There also will be a meeting of the council 
water committee early. this week, at which 
the question of a high pressure water system 
will be.taken uppwith a view to having some 
sort 6f a concrete proposal ready for the 
council at its next meeting, Jan. 9. All these 
forces will be working together in the mean- 
time with a view to “* pushing things.”’ 

A new scheme for installing a high pressure 
system in the business district and in the 
stockyards district was presented during the 
day by George M. Wisner, engineer for the 
sanitary district. His echeme is designed to 
obviate the necessity for delays, to save 
expense to the city or the citizens, in case 
the council decides to do the work by special 
assessment, and to preserve the streets from 
being torn up to the hindrance of traffic and 
the inconvenience of pedestrians.

Would Put Pipes in Tunnels. 

His plan is to lay the high pressure mains 
in the tunnele of the Illinois Tunnel com- 
pany, between the tracks or in some other 
convenient place where they would not inter- 
fere with the traffic in the tunnel, but to 
which access would be easy. 

His other plan for taking care of the stock- 
yarde is to lay a system of mains through 
the yards, to be connected with an elec- 
trically driven pump which shall take the wa- 
ter from the Thirty-ninth street tunnel of 
the intercepting sewer system. 

According to rough estimates made by 
Engineer Wisner, the cost of installing the 
system in the downtown district would be 
easily cut im half if the existing tunnels of 
the Illinois Tunnel company could be used, 
It would be necessary forthe city to make 
® bargain with the tunnel company, but it 
was pointed out by Mr. Wisner that as soon 
as the municipal subway is built the pipes. 
could be removed to it, at a minimum é¢x- 
pense, while, if the mains were placed in 
the ground, the cost of tearing them up and 
reinstalling them in the subway would be 
much greater. 


Shows N eed Is Immediate. 

“Im the plans for the municipal subw 
which have been presented to the ponder 
provision was made for the instalation of a 
high pressure water system designed for fire 
protection,”’ said Mr. Wisner. “It will be 
a good many years before that subway is 
built, for even if it is started right away 
it will take a number of years to build it. 
The need for a high pressure system down- 
town is immediate. Marshal Horan called 
the attention of the city council to his in- 
ability to fight fires above the sixth floor 
many. times within the last year, and it 
would appear that there is a crying necés- 
sity here which should be met at once. 

“ The Illinois Tunnel company has a sub- 
way running under practically all the streets 
in the downtown district, and I am informed 
that there is plenty of room in it ‘for a 
twelve inch main to carry the high pressure 
water. There would be no dgnger in putting 
such a main in that tunnel, for it is a simple 
matter to get pipes that will withstand the 
pressure of 160 pounds which would be ample 
to force a stream of water to the top of the 
highest bufldings that now are allowed in the 
city. 

District Has Surplus of Power. 

Mr. Wisner believes the best and cheapest 
system of pumping the water for the high 
pressure system would be by electrically 
driven pumps, as has been vy in New York 
city. 

“The sanitary district has a surplus of 
power now, and will have more later on,” 
he said. ‘‘Pumps dfiven by electrical cur- 
rent supplied by @ central station can be 
instalied much more cheaply than steam 
driven pumps, or even than pumps driven 
by electricity furnished by separate steam 
plants. Also the pumps using central sta- 
tion power take up little room, and they 
could even be put in the fire station houses 
that are already in the loop.

The building is to stand on eighty-eight 
caisson foundation, resting on the solid rock, 
the southern eighty feet to be of the full legal 
height of 260 feet, and having twenty stories. 
The greatest height of the north or exchange 
halt part is to be 208 feet, but the average 
height is about 167 feet. — 

It is designed to occupy the present entire 
lot of the board with a ground area of 30,003 
squere feet, and to contain 9,532,000 cubic 
feet.

| BARTZEN FILES NEW CHARGES 


| Chief Dunning Doctor Formally 


Accused of Inefficiency, 


peerage 
‘DR. CLARKE RUSHES REPLY. 


Denies Deaths Were Due to Careless 
Operations. 


Charges against Dr. F. B. Clarke, chief of 
the medical staff at Dunning, who was sus- 
pended by President Peter Bartzen of the 
county board following the physician’s ap- 
pointment as superintendent of the institu- 
tion by the anti-Bartzen majority of the 
county commissioners in the place of Dr. O. C. 
Willhite, were filed yesterday with the civii 
service commissioners, 

They were signed by Dr. Charles Pberiein, 
who holde the place of superintendent by ap- 
pointment of President Bartzen, but is not 
recognized by the board. 

A copy of the charges, which attempt to 
hold .Dr. Clarke responsible for alleged ill 
treatment of patients, was sent to the sus- 
pended chief of staff: Inia statement issued 
at night, Dr. Clarke declared the accusations 
either were false or based upon a distortion 
of the facts. He said hie answer would be 
filed with the merit board within the seven 
days allowed him for that purpose. 


Tells of Deaths by Operation: 

The firet specification in the charges refers 
to the case of Lena A. Smith, who was 
brought to the ingane asylum Oct. 14 met in 
the final stages of pellagra. A transfusion 
operation was performed, the giver of blood 
being Anna Heistead, a friendless patient, 

“The said Anna Heistead was not prop- 
erly prepared for this operation,” the pre- 
sentment proceeds “It was Dr. Clarke’s 
duty to see that all patients were properly 
prepared for operations and to see that the 
records of patients were kept by the record 
clerk. This he did not do in the Heistead 
case. 

Anna Heistead died of pneumonia on Oct. 
27, 1910, the contributory cause being the 
operation for the transfusion of blood when 
she was not properly prepared for such 
operation. Lena A. Smith, the pellagra pa- 
tient, died the night the operation was per- 
-formed.” 


Savs Patient’s Ribs Were Broken, 

@pecifications that follow relate to several 
Pawenis whose rivs we.e broken anu who 
otherwise were said to have been maltreated 
by attendants. One of these was Frank 
Foertsch, who, on July 21 last, suffered a 
blackened eye and the fracture of two ribs 
in ward B 4. When Poertsch was removed 
from the hospital ward Sept. 7 Dr. Clarke 
ig alleged to have made “ certain notes, in- 
sufficient and undated, not in accordance 
with the actual facts In the case.”’ 

Frank Dostal was admitted to the insane 
asylum April 21 last in a ‘good physical 
condition.” The charges as to his case fol- 
low: 

“He was traneferred to the hospital ward 
April 30 with his sternum and eleven ribs 
broken. Dr. Clarke made an examination 
of this patient after he reached the hospital 
and fail to record all the facte properly. 
Dostal’s injuries resulted in an attack of 
pneumonia, from which he died May 5, 1910. 
Dr. Clarke's records at the institution on thig 
case are not im accordance with the actual 
facts.” : ; : 

Calls the Records Faulty. 

Two ribs of George Kinzie, an insane pa- 
tient, were broken in Ward O-W-6 March 18 
last, and he died after removal to the bos- 
pital rd. 

** On Dee. 2, 1908, J. E. Ward wae admitted 
to the Inbane asylum. On May 4, 1010, he 
had three ribs broken and was beaten by 
attendants. Dr. Clarke was notified of the 
trouble between 5:30 agd 6 a. m. and ordered 
the patient to be put tn restraint.

The family of five is supported by the eldest 
daughter, who is 16. The mother said she 
had been helped by the Swedish mission, but 
her only reguler income is furnished by her 
daughter. 

“I knew you would come,”’ she said. “‘ My 
oldest daughter isall worn out from her work, 
this week and has gone to bed, but I told her 
that I would keep the house open until you 
came. God bless you for these gifte and niay 
you have a happy Christmas.’’ 

This place was reached by way of the alley. 
It was necessary to climb down one and up 
two flights of rickety stairs. The Good Fellow 
received a royal welcome in the little kitchen, 
which wae as neat as the crowded conditions 
would permit. 

Living. In the second story of an old frame 
house in the rear of a Franklin street address, 
a widow with two children was located. She 
told a story of being unable to work because 
of an injury to her hand, which is slow to 
heal. The three have been living closely for 
several weeks, but were chéered by the 
Christmas visit of the Good Fellow. 


Givers Share Christmas Joy. 


The experiences of thousands of Good Fel- 
lows probably never will pbe duplicated. 
Telephone calls by the dozens reached Tus 
TRIBUNE office, all of them recounting re- 
markable conditions here and peculiar situa- 
tions there. It is impossible to recount all 
of them. A few appear in connection with 
this story of the close of the Good Fellow 
campaign. 

Four weeks ago the 1910 Good Fellow move- 
ment was inaugurated. Tue TRIBUNE used 
the same call—a letter written by the original 
Good Fellow—that served so effectively @ 
year ago. More than 3,000 Good Fellows re- 
sponded, They have cared for an average of 
hve children each. Some have stood sponsor 
for fifty children and some for as many as 
200. 

Twenty-five members of Tun Trispune staff 
have served for four weeks in the Good Fel- 
low bureau. It has entailed an immense 
amount of labor to gather and catalogue 
properly the names of poor children and to 
district these so they might be available for 
Good Fellows who wished to be sent to par- 
ticular localities. 


Cash Contributed by Some. 


About $500 has been received in the way of 
cash contribution. The bulk of this came 


from Chicago Good Fellows who were forced 
to be out of the city today and yet are in 
sympathy with the Good Fellow cause. At 
the end of the casmpaign there remained 
about 1,500 children unaccounted for. Many 
of these did not know any effort was being 
made to carry happiness to them on Christ- 
mas day. Those who e ted something 
were listed and turned over . the Good Fel- 
low steff in THE TRIBUN®E office. Members 
of this staff played Good Fellow and car- 
ried presents and food to these leftovers. 
This was provided for out of the fund sent 
into the Good Fellow bureau.

Church of the Nativity. 
The grotto. or cave in which Christ was 


born is in the heart of the Bethiehem of | 
today. There is an open square in front of it | 


surrounded by stores and schools and a great 
church known as the Church of the Nativity 
has been built over jt. 

This church is entered by a door which 
looks like a square hole cut througt a stone 
wall. It is so low that all who enter. even 
the children, must stoop. As lI started to go 
in I saw ea Bethlehem woman with a babe in 
her arme standing outside. I took a coin out 
of my pocket and asked her to pose for my 
camera. She did so, stepping into the sun. 

Nearby was a beared Syrian in turban and 
gown, and at first I thought he might make 
a good Joseph to pose with my Mary. He 
was in the shadow of the church. Upon my 
bringing him into the light I found that he 
was a beggar and not fit for the picture, so 
I enriched him with a gift of & cents and 
sent him back to his seat. 

The Church of the Nativity is of great size. 
It belongs to the Greeks, Latins, and Armen- 
lans, each of whom has a share in the church 
proper, and is compelled to worghip in turn 
and in hie own quarters. Mohammedan sol- 
diers are always on guard to keep them from 
quarreling, and this is so not only in the 
church itself, but in the grotto or étabie be- 
low, where they believe Christ was born. 

This grotto is a sort of a cave reached by 
a winding etaircase which goes down from 
the church. The cave ts twelve feet wide 
and forty feet long, and its roof is perhaps 
ten feet above the floor. The floor is covered 
with marble. 


Many Lamps on Walls, 

Many lamps. hang from the roof ané the 
walls, and there iean altar at one end under 
which is a silver star set Into the pavement, 
and above it an inscription In Latin stating 
that this wae the spot upon which the Virgin 
Mary gave birth to Christ.

Mexican Rebels Retaliate for 
Shooting of Civilians. 


FIERCE FIGHTS IN THE HILLS 


Navarro on Defensive, but Expects Re- 
inforcements. 


Chihuahua, Mexico, Dec, 24a correspond- 
ent who has been with the ineurrectos two 
weeks returned today by mule team. 

He says Gen. Navarro has been fought 
back from the offensive to the defensive, but 
that the reinforcements now at hand will 
crush the rebellion within a month or two. 
In this connection it was stated today that 
federal troops are now stationed as follows: 
Navarro is shooting civilians convicted of 
treachery, and in retaliation the insurgents 
ere killing their prisoners. 

Six hundred men are under Navarro at 
Pedernales. Seven hundred are at San An- 
tonio, made up of 340, who were uninjured 
in the recent ambuscade, and 340 reinforce- 
ments. One thousand, three hundred men 
arrived here last night and today. The lat- 
ter include @ battery of artillery made up 
of two light mortars for firing over hills, 
two Hotchkiss guns and two rapid firers. 

Twenty-two passenger coaches are now on 
the tracks of the Mexico & Northwestern 
railroad to forward reinforcements now num-

ters, and at the same time sent a detachment 
of 475 troops to take Mal Paso. 

Meanwhile the federal force at Pedernales 
wae attacked and repulsed. Navarro lost in 
this engagement about twelve dead, inciud- 
ing tiwo officera, and about twenty-five 
wounded.

Shells Are Ineffective.

FAMINE SPREADS IN CHINA 


Missionaries Report Need of Mil- 
lion to Feed the Hungry. 


APPEAL MADE TO PUBLIC. 


Three Million Sufferers Already; Situ- 
ation Alarming. 


New York, Dec. 2%4-—Private advices re- 
ceived here state that the famine in China, 
already reported in the news dispatches from 
Peking, has so far affected 3,000,000 persons 
and that $1,000,000 ie urgently needed for 
their aid. 

The Rev.. Dr. Arthur J. Brown, chairman 
of the committee on reference and counsel, 
representing the boards and societies of 
foreign missione in the United States and 
Canada, made public here tonight the follow- 
ing cable message from the interdenomina- 
tional committee of foreign missionaries in 
Shanghai: 

“ Famine to a great extent over northern 
part of Kiang-Gu and An-Hui provinces. 
Three million people affected. Chinese gov- 
ernment and people generously contributing 
relief. According to report of missionaries 


with generous Chinese to raise funds and in 
distribution. A million dollars is needed. 
Help must be carried on until May. Please

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CLASH WITH CHINA’S THRONE 


PERILS NATIONAL ASSEMBLY. 


Provincial Leadere Ordered to Disperse 
and Agitators to Be Treated as Reb- 
ele—Prince Ching Attacked. 


PEKING, Dec. 24—The government and 
the national aseembly issued counter de- 
lances today. 

In.a lengthy edict the throne ordered the 
return home of the provincial headers who 
now @re in Peking agitating for the imme 
diate convocation of a general parliament, 
and instructed the viceroys to employ gen- 
darmes to prevent further assemblings in 
the provinces and to treat the agitators as 
revolutionaries, punishing them in the se- 
verest manner: 

The assembly's counterblest took the form 
of a memorial to the throne which recites 
in scathing terms the career of Prince Ching, 
whose office is that of adviser to the naval 
department, but who is of such influence 
in the government that he has borne a great 
share of the attack of the progressives, and 
of his associates in the grand council, by 
whom, it ie asserted, the country has been 
steadily impaired. 

Arguing that a constitutional régime has 
begun already, and that, therefore, the gov- 
ernment no longer is vested in its entirety 
in the person of Prince Chun, the regent, 
the memorial states the throne does not 
have the right assumed in the edict of Dec. 
18, in which the memorial for the création 
of a constitutional government ie rejected. 

The memorial calls for the immediate 
establishment of a ministry responsible to 
the people. It is reported the government

and sincere persons were tempted to dis- 
honor and insincerity. , The marriage there- 
fore ought to be voidable where the desive and 
intention in either party had ceased. 
So difficult, delicate and importent were 
the questions which came before the divorce 
court daily that the judge ought to have the 
benefit of lay helpers, who should al- 
ways be two—one man and one woman— 
as the judg@ment of impartial and educated 
persons of age and experience upon such in- 
timate matters as love and tempérament were 
essential to a-good and equitable divorce 
court,

‘SAVES’ WOMAN IN DIVORCE CASE. 

[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON, Dec. 24.—A remarkable instance 
of the exercise of judicial discretion occurred 
this week in a divorce court: A young woman 
named Pretty, of good family, had been 
granted a divorce from her husband, who 
formerly was her father’s coachman. After 
the marriagé her husband was guilty of mis- 
conduct and cruelty to such an extent that 
Mrs. Pretty ran away, going to relatives 
in New Zealand. A divorce was granted 
to her last week, but a move was made this 
week to prevent the decree being made abso- 
lute,’on the ground that during the voyage 
to New Zealand Mrs. Pretty hergelf had been 
guilty of misconduct. 

Inder ordinary circumstences the decree 
woukd have been rescinded, but Justice Har- 
grave Deane took the view that the excep- 
tional) ciroumstances of the case justified 
him in exercising his discretion and refusing ° 
to reecind the divorce decree granted her. 
Mre. Pretty, who, said his lordettip, ought 
to be treated with leniency because of her 
youth, she being 21. Justice Dean intimeted 
that his decision also was influenced by the 
fact that a young barrister declared his in- 
tention of marrying Mrs. Pretty if she got 
@ divorce, and the judge argued he was 
pound if he could to save the young women 
from ruin, which he was certain would fol- 
low if the divorce decree was rescinded. 

The decree was made absolute and the 
court expressed the hope that Mrs. Pretty 
and thebarrister would get married ae quick- 
ly as possible, that the past be forgotten and 
instead of a life of misery the woman woud 
live a life of happiness.

PEOPLE AID DEFENDANTS. 


Rumors That Tours Folk Planned Dem- 
onstration Against Woman. 


TOURS, France, Dec. 24.—At the opening of 
court today in the trial of the “Count” and 
“ Countess ’’ d'Aulby de Gatigny, attorneys 
for the Duchess de Choisseul-Prastin. for- 
merly Mrs. Charles Hamilton Paine of Bos- 
ton, announced that they withdrew the com- 
plaint and would retire from the case. 

The public prosecutor, however, insisted 
that the trial be continued. The taking of 
evidence was concluded this afternoon and 
the case Was adjourned until Jan. 2. 

The duchess ‘hastily left Tours today. The 
town is filled with rumors that the inhabi- 
tants were planning a demonstration hostile 
to her. 

The proposition to drop thegrosecution of 
the D’Aulbys afforded another surprise in 
the proceedings that: had been marked daily 
by unexpected episodes, dramatic situations 
and quick changes in the sympathies of the 
spectators. 

People of Tours Aid D’ Aulbys. 

When the duchess instituted her suit against 
the D’Aulbys, chafging that they had swin- 
died her out of $200,000 in connectiom with 
the sale of pictures alleged to be spurious, 
she brought an art expert to court who ridi- 
culed the supposed masterpteces and assailed 
the character of D’Aulby. 

Yesterday business and professional men of 
standing testified to the honesty and.chari- 
table practices of the defendants with a con- 
viction that brougfit’ tears to 4 eyes of the 
crowd in the court. 

In his own defense D’Aulby asserted he had 
acted in good faith.” He had not guaranteed 
the authenticity of the art worke, he said; and 
if they were copies he, too, had been deceived 
in their purchase. 


Said He Befriended Paines. 
, D’Aulby added that he had befriended the 
Paines when they were strangers in Paris, 
acted as a confidential agent for them in the 
purchase of pictures and wines, and eventu- 
ally became an'‘intimate friend of Mrs. Paine. 

This last statement caused. Mme. D’ Aulby 
to rise before Judge Roberts and: denounce 
the complainant as one who had. sought to 
destroy the happiness of her home. 

The -D’AuJbys were suéceseful in winning 
the sympathy of the fashionable folks who 
have attended evéry session of the trial; and 
today there was a noisy pro-D' Aulby demon- 
stration when M. Sturel, addressing the 
court, said the duchess wished to abandon 
the prosecution because of the conviction 
that the case had collapsed. Nothing, he 
said, had been proved against the D’ Aulbys.

London Times Says Rodents Im- 
peril All of Bast Anglia. 


SAME AS INDIAN SOOURGE. 


All Cases Take Most Dangerous Form, 
That of Pneumonia. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON, Dec. 24.—The Times publishes 
a minute report of the rat plague in Bast An- 
giia, urging the government to make a thor- 
ough investigation at an estimated cost of 
$100,000. It ia now certain that the plague 
infected rats arrived in Suffolk three or 
four years ago. 

The plague has spread and where the 
limit is at presént has not been discov ered, 
but the Times maintains that the investi- 
gation could settle this and that unti) the 
area wherein the plague infected rats live 
is defined no steps can be taken to a sat- 
isfactory handling of the fight. 


Takes Most Serious Form. 

It is admitted that there is no reed for a 

scare, but it has been proved beyond a 
doubt that the plague in Best Angila is 
exactly the same as the scourge which killed 
7,000,000 persons {n India between 1896 and 
1908. 
» The vast majority of the cases in India 
took the bubonic form and. four proven and 
a half dozen suspected cases in East An- 
glia assumed the pneumonic form. This is 
not only more severe than the bubonic, but 
is more dangerous, from the fact it is .trans- 
ferable directly, the’ patient’s breath carry- 
ing the germs so that, should the outbreak 
occur in the thickly populated slum dis- 
trict, the disease could be:spread after the 
first case without the agency of the plague 
infected flea. 


Most Cases Are Isolated” 

The East Anglian cases, fortunately, were 
all in extremely isolated cottages, but the 
extent to which the rats-in East Anglia are 
infected can be realized: from the fact that 
more than 5. per cent’ ofthe live rats cap- 
tured in the Ipswich district were found 
to be infected, while, during the most viru- 
lent epidemic in Bombay, .when thousands 
of rats were caught and examined daily, the 
perebaiagge of infected ones rarely reached 
six. °

Believes Excessive Speed Is Best 
Guarantee of Security in 
Flights. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON, Dec. 24.—A most practicab and 
inspiring discussion of the future of avia- 
thon appears. today from the pen of Cleude 

Grehame-White, who confidently affirms the 
year 1911 will witness the actua) develop- 
ment of a great new industry. 

The advancement of the aeroplane, he 
points out, has been checked by three defects 
in the machines themselves—inability to 
combat winds, constructional weaknesses, 
an@ unreliability of their engines. 

“These defects, which made aeroplanes 
mere playthings in’ their early stages of de- 
velopment, are already being overcome in 
an altogether surprising way,” the writer 
says. ‘‘ That they will be completely over- 
come, and thet fying machines will be made 
practical for everyday use, is my firm con- 
viction.. 

** Take fying in winds, for instance. With 
the aeroplanes we had in the beginning it 
was only possible to as¢end when the wind 
was as low as four or five miles an hour. 


and control my machine in a wind of twenty- 
five miles. From this to the ability to fly 
in even stronger winds is merely a question 
of greater speed. 

“I have become an ardent advocate of 
high speed flying. Speed gives you power to 
overcome the attacks of sudden wind gusts, 
which are an air man’s chief peril. Ina high 
speed monoplane, for example, you dash 
through an adverse gust in the same way a 
fast torpedo boat destroyer thrusts its*way 
through an epposing wave. 


Will Build Chiefly for Speed. 
“For this 
work, I shall devote my earnest attention to 
& high speed machine. Far greater weight 
and. rigidity of construction is bound to 
come, and with it will dawn an era of aeria! 
travel at epeeds of from 100 miles an hour 
up. At such epeed it will be possible to 
pilot a machine through anything short of 
an actual gale. 

“When we have this machine, which it is 
my intention to strive for constructionally, 
regular aerial service will become not only 
possible, but profitable. 

“Engine problems are solying themselves. 
With the skepticism with which some people 
always view a new idea it was contended in 
the infancy of aeroplanes that no petro! 
motor would stand the strain of propelling 
an aeroplane, because of its necessary light- 
ness and the high speed at which it would 
have to run. The answer to these critics 
has been overwhelming. Even while our 
aeroplanes, and particularly our propellers, 
are admittedly imperfect, thereby imposing 
upon the engine the most difficult conditions, 
flights of three, five, or six hoursalready are 
evoking no particularcomment. Toa certain 
extent, indeed, the duration of the flight 
now has become purely a matter of petrol 
carrying. I have not the stightest fear, 
therefore, as to the success of the flying .na- 
chine engine. 


Says Danger Is Slight. 

“Now, there is the Question of safety. 
Here I am faced with graye misconception. 
People generally have come to the conclu- 
sion that flying is highly dangerous and will 
always remain so. Asa practica) fiyer I say 
there is little danger in: it now, and that 
in future there will be no more risk in an 
aerial journey than there fg in moving from 
point to point in a railway train. 

“ Analyzing the deaths that have taken 
place, it is possible to draw a practical Jesson 
from each and thus the set of circumstances 
which has brought about any one of these 
fatalities is not likely to occur again. Inex- 
perience, foolhardiness,. and constructional 
weakness tn machines have been responsible 


taken place so far. Given a good and care- 
fully trained pilot and proper weather condi- 
tlone, fiying is already as safe as motoring, 
and soon it will prove to be safer. 


Air Car Next Development. 

“ Next summer, practically for the first 
time, people will be able to enjoy sojotirns of 
air travel. The first of a typeof the machine 
one might call an air car will be ready for 
trials im the spring. It will be a strongly 
bullt monoplane, with a 100 horse power en- 
gine and @ body like a motor car, with four 
comfortably. padded ceate, well* protected 
from the wind. There need be no réason why 
any wealthy motorist shall not purchase such 
a machine and have an aerial chauffeur, it 
he does not want to learn to drive himself. . 
and enjoy aeroplaning in a thoroughly prac- 
tical way. ‘ 

‘In its sporting aspect I foresee that fying 
will enjoy even greatér vogue than motor- 
ing. Motor car driving, even in its most 
favorable aspects, cannot be compared to 
flying. There is a sense of freedom and «x- 
hilaration in paseing ewiftly through the air 
that never comes whem driving a car. I 
speak from experience again, having_done 
more than a little motoring. 

“ Directly a. more convenient and less bulky 
machine than the present aeroplane can be 
produced the public demand for it will be- 
gin. I see no unsurmountable difficulty in 
the way of completely revolutionizing by 
means of the aeroplane all existing methods 
of communicetion.’’

RABBIT EXPERIMENTS BASIS. 


Prepared Animals Escaped Il) Effects, 
‘While Unprepared Died. - 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) ’ 

LONDON; Dec. 24.—A series of inoculation 
experiments which may mark an epoch in 
the history of abdominal surgery soon wili 
be made the baais of a new preventive treat- 
ment for peritonitis at one of the great Lon- 
don hoepitale. - : 

Original experiments which have been car- 
ried out at’ the laboratories of the Roya) 
Goliege of Physicians at Edinburg by Dr. 
D. Wilkie under grant from the Carnegie 
trust consisted of inoculating rabbits with 
vaccines and other substances as preliminary 
to abdominal operations to lessen or remove 
the dangér of peritonitis. 

Dr. Wilkie points eut in the record of hie 
experiments published in the Medical Chron- 
icle that in spite of the great advances in 
recent years in inteatinal surgery one of 
every five cases in which an intestine has 
to be cut and joined together again terminates 
fatally. 


Acute Inflammation Chief Dread. 

Acute inflammation, resutting from the ac- 
tion of germs attacking the lining of the 
membranes of the abdomen either during or 
after any operation on an intestine is the 


operating surgeon's chief dread. 

The original experiments were carried out 
to discover if possible some means of pre- 
paring the patient before the abdominal oper- 
ation so as to make him better able to-with- 
stand peritonitis should it result. Rabbits, 
previously imoculated with small doses of 
vaccines made from bacteria combined with 
small does of nucélein; were subjected to the 
same abdominal operation age uninoculated 
rabbits, the appendix being removed ih each 
case under ether anesthesia. 


_ Prepared Rabbits Survive. 

Immediately after the operation 30,000,000 
live and. violent bacteria, such as ordinarily 
are found im fatal cases of human peritonitis, 
were injected into the peritoneal cavities of 
both sets of animals, resulting in the deaths 
of the unprepared animals im a few hours 
from acute peritdnitis. The absence of il) 
effects in the prepared animals have ient 
great encouragement to hopes that similar 
preparatory injections in human beings will 
be of good effect. Already apparently suc- 
cessful reeults are being obtained in a few 
cases in man. It is hoped that on these or 
similar lines the key to the successful treat; 
ment of what at present is the most fatal of 
all surgical complications will be found.

nation.in January, 1559, expressly stipulated 
that his tenure of the dignity should not ex- 
tend beyond forty-eight hours. 

In England the office of lord constable first 
came into existence with the Norman con- 
quest, and King William's lord high con- 
stable seems to have fulfilled the duties of 
quartefmaster genera! of the court and of the 
army. Buyt the office grew in importance, 
and by the time of the troubles between King 
Stephen and Empress Maud it was granted 
as a hereditary honor, the greatest in her 
gift, to Milo of Gloucéster, Ear! of Hereford, 
who bes been her principal supporter,

péin King George and Queen Mary enter- 
tain sentiments of warm regard for Lord 
Kitchener, of whom they saw 4 great ded! 
during their prolonged stayin India some 
years ago. In fact,- King George, who was 
brought up as a sailor, may bésaid to have 
4mbibed most of his military ideas and views 
from Lord Kitchener. During the sojourn of 


when, desirous of rest and relavation, their 
guests were few, Lord Kitchener was a fre- 
quent arid Welcome Visitor at Balmoral, be- 
ing om each occasion detained by his sove- 
reign beyond the time appointed for tue dura- 
tion of his stey. 

It is no secret that George V., who as 
sovereign posse@ses by virtue of the consti- 
tion a preponderant voice in the affairs of the 
army and navy, the officers of which hold 
their commissions and commands entirely at 
his pleasure, practically forced upon the re- 
tuctant Asquith government, and still more 
reluctant cabal at the war department the 
appointment of the field marshal, first of al! 
as member of the inmerial committee of na- 
tional defense, and secondly as inspector gen- 
eral, and de facto generalistimo of the mill- 
tary forces of the empire, prompted thereto 
not only by his own convictions and inclina- 
tions but by the knowldege that by so do- 
ing he was satisfying the hopes and the 
wishes or his people. 


As lord_high constable, Lord Kitchener of 
Khartum will have nothing to do at the 
coronation but to: walk in the procession, 
almost immediately in front of the king, bear- 
ing a staff of office, one end tipped with the 
royal armis and the other with hisown. He 
will walk,to the right of the peer of the 
realm bearing the sword of state, who onthe 
occasion of the coronation of Edward VII. 
wus the Marquis of Londonderry and who 
was attended merely by one page. 

On the left hand of the bearer of the sword 
of state will be the Duke of Norfolk, heredi- 
tary Earl Marshal of therealm. Lord Kitch- 
ener, like the Duke of Norfolk, will be at- 
tended by two pages of honor, one bearing 
the tratn.of his coronation robes and thé other 
carrying on a cushion his coronet of viscount. 

Marching in the front of them, and there- 
forecoccupying an inferior place in the proces- 
sion—for in functions of this kind it is always 
the most important personages who come 
last—will*be the lord high constable of the 
kingdom of Scotland and. of the kingdom of 
Ireland. 

With regard to-the Emerald ile its lord 
high constable is. as in the case of England, 
nowadays only for coronations, and wag held 
at the crowning of Edward VII. by the Dute 
In previous coronations*how- 
ever; it. generally has been granted to the 
Duke of Leinster. as premier duke and pre- 
‘mier peer of the ve of Ireland.

Canadian Railways. 

In the seven years since 1908 Canada has 
increased its railway mileage from 18,714 to 
nearly 28,000 miles, exclusive of 6,000 miles 
of second track and sidings; this is a gain 
about 50 per cent. The chief initiative has 
been the realization that the wheat belt ex- 
tended much further north than was realized 
when the Canadian Pacific was built. Asa 
result the Canadian Pacific and Canadian 
Northern instituted plans for reaching the 
new territory, the Grand Trunk, hitherto 
confined ‘to the east, launched the Grand 
Trunk Pacific continental route, far to the 
north of the Canadian Pacific territory, and 
the Hill roads pushed into the new country. 

The next four years should see even more 
rapid expansion, with the Grand Trunk 
showing 3,600 miles of main track, against 
the present 1,000 miles, the Canadian North- 
ern swelling its 2,000 miles to 4,000 miles, and 
the Canadian Pacific also gaining. 

Compared with the United States’ 330,000 
miles of road this is small, but within a few 
years’ Canada will undoubtedly pass Ger- 
many and Russja, which, with between 35,000 
and 36,000 miles, rank second and third, The 
dominion now has 0.6 miles of road per 100 
square miles of territory, against 6.4 in this 
country and 17.1 miles per unit in Germany. 
Belgium has 40.9 miles per unit. On the

population from 4,000,000 to 7,000,000, Can- 


ada’s railroad expansion has mede its popu- | 


lation per mile of track lower than for any 
other country, the ratio of 300 per mile com- 
paring with 245 is this country and 1,587 in 
Germany.

Game One for Masses aissek: ot 
the Classes; Rules of Play | 
) Are Explained. 


BY j. G. DAVIS. : 

When Director rge W. Ehiér of the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin peeked around the cor- 
ner and whispered “rugby” to the ‘dele- 
| gates to the annual meeting of the western 
| conference colleges at the Auditorium early 
this month he aroused about as much en- 
thusiasm as an Englishman singing “‘ Rule, 
Britannia’ in Galway, and possibly the op- 
Position was quite as strong, even if not as 


demonstrative, as that which might greet the 
. singer. 


It was the first official whisper of rugby 
football in the middle west, and while there 
}has been no great tempest of disapproval, 


| rumblings have been he&rd from the etudent 


body at Wisconsin and several champions of 
the intercollegiate code have voiced their 
opiniones as to the undesirability of the Eng- 


_Ush game for the universities and colleges. 


In many sections of this country there 
seems to be a well defined idea that many: 
forms of British sport, notably rugby and 
soccer football and water polo, are not suffi- 
clently virlle for the red blooded American 
youth or for the spectator who wants games 
full of vigorous action. 


British Comment on American Game. 

The average Britigsher knows as little about 
the intercollegiate code as the average Amer- 
ican knows about the rugby cede. The 
match recently played at the Crystal palace, 
London, between the teams of the battle- 
ships Idaho and Vermont probably. was the 
first game ever seen in London under inter- 
collegiate rules, and it brought this com- 
ment from an English writer: 

“Take two parts of Greeco-Roman wrest- 
ling, one part catch-as-catch-can; season 
with a Mttle French boxing, add a ball, and 
serve hot.” 

An exhibition of rusty by two mediocre 
teams on this side of the water probably 
would draw the same kind of facetious com- 
ment. It ie largely a matter of viewpoint. 

Rugby football, however, has gained a 
strong foothold on the Pacific coast, and for 
thie reason it is entitled to some considera- 
tion. Four years ago the game was adopted 
by California and Leland Stanford universi- 
ties and also taken up by the Untversity of 


Nevada, since which time it has been intro- | 


duced into a number of schools and colleges: ° 
Tt mét with strong opr om at the start, | 


‘being esfled to endeavor to preserve the in- 
tercollegiate code. From. reporte sent from | 


the coast the students like the new sport, 
and the annual rugby match between Call- 
fornia and Stanford has drawn record break- 
ing crowds, indicating that it is popular with 
‘the general public. 


Rugby Worth a Trial. 

Rugby never may be adopied by the uni- 
versities of the east and middle west, but 
there are presidents and professors in these 
sections who seem to think it worth a trial. 

Of ,the many criticiems leveled at inter- 
collegiate football, ite injuries and the fact 
it is played by the few rather than the many, 
seem the most potent. Advocates of the 
Rugby code agsert it is more suited to the 
average youth than its more strenuous cousin, 
the intercollegiate code. 

The two codes con'ain many similar fea- 
tures and come of the deeper students of 
football in this country believe that the uiti- 
mate style in this country will be one formed 
from a blending of the two codes. 

Rugby football was the original game In the 
American universities and was played with 
fifteen men on each side. Then Walter Camp 
conceived the idea of reducing the number of 
men to eleven and by spreading them over 
the field opening up the play. At the same 
time the size of the field for the intercol- 
legiate game was reduced. The extended 
battle line proved weaker than clocer forma- 
tions and gradually the game grew to be 
more prolific of scrimmages than even the 
discarded Rugby hed been. it suffered in 
popularity and the doctors then introduced 
the forward pass and other devices for open- 
ing up the play which have proved popular. 


Objects of the Game. 
The subjects of Kugb) and intercollegiate

To be effective that feeling must be sincere. The way to get it is to have a real and en- | 
thusiastic belief in the merits of the goods one is offering for sale. Before trying to sell other 
people a salesman should always successfully sell himself.

RS. MAE. ‘LL. CURTISS is the first 
Chicago woman to enter upon the 
strictly modern vocation of chauffeur. 

She owns her motor car, as well as 

her own gerage, which is located 

back of her apartments. There she flushes 
and rharges her electric motor batteries her- 
seif before starting out on her dally rounds. 
She takes. entire care of her car in every 
way down to necessary repairs, which she 
can perform as skilifully as the average man. 

Mrs. Curtiss had to pess a rigid examina- 

tion in order to obtain a chauffeur’s license. 
The physical test. was some-vhat like that 
for life insurance. She had to prove her eye- 
sight to be normal, sense of color accurate, 
heart. action healthy,. nerves steady, and 
general health good. 

The questions required her to have exact 
knowledge of local geography. She. told 
where every depot in the city i located, as 
well as the main streets, boulevards, parks, 
public bulfldings, etc. 

In the technical test Mrs. Curtiss had to 
illustrate her familiarity with every part of 
her machine. At the close of the examina- 
tion Mrs. Curtiss hed the satisfaction to re- 
ceive a certificate recording 90 per cent, which 
she was told was 5 per cent higher than 85 
per cent of the men examined. Her license 
number is 1,002. It indicates that she has 
complied with ail requirements of the city 
ordinance for professional chauffeurs. 

In the course of her trips Mrs. Curtise has 
never met with the slightest accident, cover- 
ing a distance of over 3,500 miles.

In the same strain of thought may 
come the reflection on the rapid and~ remarkable 
growth within recent years of the psychological or 
psycho-therapeutic cults and faiths, most wonderful 
of which has been Mrs. Eddy’s own. To those gifted 
with great imagination, or .prescience, if you will, 
the question may even present itself: .. 

“Ts another religious upheaval at hand?” 

These are rather sober considerations, which the 
erdinary mortal seldom approaches, since “he has 
plenty to do accepting the fact of today without 
consideration of past or much ‘haggling about the 
future. Yet on Christmas day, when. there is time 
for thinking about the meaning of the occasion and 
the events that have followed the event it celebrates, 
it may be of genuife interest to survey the changés 
man’s religions have undergone in 1.900 years. 

The least erudite is aware that when Christ ap- 
peared on earth the ruling power of the. world, as 
it was then, held to a somewhat perverted form of 
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the old Greek polytheism, or, as. we are pleased to 
call it,-paganism. The Hellenic peninsula, dominated 
by the Romans, had fallen away. from.the purer forms 
of the old religion. Its principal philosophers, to 
@n extent at least, were agnostic, and an age of 
doubt had apparently come into.being. In Rome itself 
the returning armies hed brought a number of 
strange and new cults to the world city. The army. 
secret societies flourished, and the ancient Egyptian 


religion was beginning to take a hold upon the 
Roman devotees, plebeian and patrician. In Dgypt 
itself the old faith remained little changed, but as 
the worship of Osiris had been creeping into Rome, 


so ‘the Hellenic and Roman paganism was finding 


followers inthe Nile country. 

The most significant unrest was in Christ's own 
country and throughout what now is called the near 
east. Scores of so-called Messiahs had arisen, each 
performing his apocryphal miracles. Each of these 
presumed prophets fought the old Jewish faith and, 
incidentally, all the others of his kind. The signs of 
change were general, denoting probable readiness of 
the people for the coming of a genuine teacher. 

In China and Tibet and parts of India Buddhism, 
which had been carrying on 600 years of war with 
the old Confucianism and Brahminism, had reached 
the zenith of its influence and acceptance, and had 
not-yet become confused with the older orders.

Rome the Destroyer of Druidism. 

In the Celtic countries, France, England, and Ire« 
land; Rome .had just begun the work of stamping 
out Druids and: Druidism for the political purpose 
of destroying the influence of these fanatical priests 
among the :tribes, which, once robbed of their lead- 
ers, were easily subdued. 

The great Gerthan forests and the Scandinavian 
peninsula, which apparently had been vacated by their 


primitive neolithic population long before the coming tury put his gospel of sword and conquest, like ‘the 


of the Celts or Gauls, were receiving or had lately 
received the west sweeping Teutonic tribes, bringing 
with thém their old religion, the Norse mythology. 
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The Goths already had brought the same 
teachings to northern Italy, parts of 
what now is France, and into the Iberian 


Senecio ant Persia and parts of Arabia 
had for centuries generally accepted Zo- . 
roaster or Zarathustra, a teacher whose 
tenets in many ways approached the 
Jewish and later Christian doctrines. 
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In every quarter where the old religions had stood 
for long, save the more distant east, there was un- 
rest, brooding restlessness’. Rome had reached the 
zenith of its greatness, where it @jood for a couple of 
centuries, in the end to fall; Greece had toppled from 
the leadership of the world; the races that were to 
master the future. were just pouring into Buropeéan 
lands from the cradle of humanity, ready to over- 
whelm the old orders and old nations with their 
fresh youth and virility. 

Into this unrest came Christianity. It battled for 
400 years with paganism, agnosticism, the old Juda- 
ism, and various occult forms before it eventually 
established a position in any way commanding.

F ormative Périod for Christian Church. 


The thousand years from the coming of Christ te 
the approximate period of the Norman conquest was 

formative period for the Christian church, during 
which time all of Burope gradually was brought 
wnder sway. 

But the turning of the thousandth year after the 
introduction of Christ's -teachings brought a new 
series of religious demonstrations. The fever for the 
crusades was rising in the west of Europe, eventually 
to result in those long years of terrific religious: sac- 
fifices to,an idea that in the end resulted in nothing. 

Meanwhile a still greater change was sweeping over 
the countries which had been little affected by Christ. 
Mohammed had come and gone with the seventh cen- 


spread of Christianity, had been of slow march. 
Media, Persian, Arabia, Asia. Minor, parts of Africa, 
including old Egypt, had been overrun and the old 
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religions repleced. The last of the ,Zarathustrian: 


Sassanide had fallén before Omar. In Spain Abdul 
Raman III. had bullt his greatest cities and estab- 
lished. the Moorish supremacy that waned in some- 
thing less than five centuries of luxurious liviiig, 
giving one of history's most illumining examples of 
the effect of the climatic conditions on races of men. 
The Koran’s march was slowly flowing to its tide 
height, which -was, however, not attained for some 


centuries. This, of course, did not come until the fall . 


of Constantinople in the sixteenth century, an event 
speedily followed by the invasion of Europe by Soly- 
man and his horde of Saracens. 

Thus a thousand years after Christ his faith haé 
taken in al] of Europe, supplanting all the old beliefs 
there; while that of Mohammed had similarly swept 
over Asia and North Africa, obliterating almost every- 
thing save Judaism, An altered religious map had 
been made of the western world. 

No great changes, save divisions within the old 
faiths, have come since then; save the winning of 
America from the Indian paganism to Christianity, a 
political rather than a religious process. 

Today the world stands facing the approach of the 
two thousandth year since Christ's coming. The first 


millennial years were colored with change. What of 


the second? ~ 
Probably the most signifitant religious factor in 

the world today, asidé from the interposition of 

science and the consequent spread of agnostic lean- 


ings, is the growth of the various cults dealing in

HE death of a frail old woman in New 


England marks the turning of one of the

of the world. The one thing that is sure 
to happen in the spiritual life of the 
world is the Unexpected. John Stuart 
Mill dreamed of a science of ethology, 
perfected to such a degree that an expert, 
reasoning from the past and present, taking heredity 
and environment into account, and proceeding in severe 
logic, could accurately write Ristory’ before it happened.

She who did this was of little education and mediocre 
intellect. The central idea she embraced was an old 
philosophic theory that has haunted the world sinte the

beginnings of speculation, coming down, in one form’tr 
another of idealism, through Plato, the Neo-Platonists, 
Liebnitz, Berkeley, Schopenhauer, Fichte, Schelling, 
Hegel, etc., thé theory that thought or spirit is the 
reality, and that the thing or matter is mere appearance. 

This is the seed of ali religions. Dropping into the 
nalve mind of an American woman, it developed into 
one of the thousand bizarre “systems” of which the 
region about Boston town has always been prolific.

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"SCIENCE AND DISCOVERY. 


HE progress of science in its technical 


field of radio activity, the vast inerease 

in the uses of cement fer building and 
engineering purposes, the conquest of the air with the 
deroplane, indicate the scope of ‘the world’s progress 
in these ten “years. Certain -diecoveries’ have been 
of great scientific end commercial value. — 

In 1902 the world’s largest diamond, weighing 971 
carats in the rough, was found at.Jagersfontein, South 
Africa.. In 1903 Mme..Cufie discovered radium while 
experimenting with salts of yranium. [t occurs in 4 
minerg)] Knewh as pitchblende’ and’ is found in the 
proportions of obe-tenth ef “e srdin to a ton,. Ite 
properties, not unlike those of the X-ray, have made 
it “Invaluable “in medicine and chemical analysis. In 
1905 the canals on Mars were for the first time suc- 
cessfully photographed at the Lowell observatery in 
Arizona. In 1907 Wiliam Ramsey converted copper 
into lithium, thus dealing a severe blow to the chem- 
ist’s catalogue of elements and granting an argument 
to the scientists who believe In the unity of matter. 
Ethyl! alcohol was first tested as a motor fuel In 1907. 
The first steel paSsenger cars were algo built in that 
year. Tungsten lamps were invented in 1908 and the 
railroad over the Florida Keys to Key West was com- 
pleted by a long series of concrete arches. The tun- 
nel from Jersey City to Manhattan was completed July 
19, 1909, and.in the same year rich diamond fields were 
discovered near Ludentz in German South Africa.

Medicine and Surgery. 

Medicine in 1902 toox rapid strides. Among the 
remarkable surgical feats of the year were the cutting 
away of ‘the skull of @ patient to permit brain ex- 
pansion, sewing up incisions in the heart, resetting con- 
genital dislocations of the hip, and operations upon 
the spine for fractures and dislocations. Dr. Adolf 
Loreng of Vienna demonstrated the possibility of cur- 
ing. congenital dislocations without the use ef the 
knife. 

In 19038 formalin as an antitoxin for bloodpeisoning 
came inte use. Some of the most remarkable surgical 
feats in the last ten years were performed by Dr. 
Alexis Carrel of the Rockefeller institute in blood trans- 
fusion and the transplanting of arteries. Dr. C. €, 
Guthrie of St. Louis in his experiments ranging’ over 
a number of years has succeeded in transplanting the 
heads of dogs. Jacques Joseph of Berlin has suc- 
ceeded in transplanting eyelashes, remaking noses, 
from the skin on the forehead and growing a new 
jawbone in a patient.” In 1908 Hrnst Sauerbach, a 
German, for the first time succeeded in performing 
operations inside the human thorax by means of hig 
glass cage in which the pressure is so reduced that 
the atmosphere does not interfere with pulmonary 
action when the lungs are exposed. The great achieve- 
ment of 1910 is the splicing of nerves to curg paralysis.

‘ The Poles. 

Nothing in the past decade aroused so much public 
interest as the Cook-Peary controversy over the dis- 
covery of the north pole and the expedition of Lieut. 
Ernest H. Shackleton who came within 111 miles of 
the south pole in 1908. Such general interest ig the 
work of discovery has not been felt since the days of 
Capt. Cook and the bitterness of the controversy served 
to «give tHe explorations interfiational supersedence 
over every other topic. 

In 1900 D’Abruzzi reached 86 degrees 33 minutes 
north and Bochgrevyink reached 78 degrees 50 minutes 
south. In 1502 Lieut, Robert E Peary arrived at the 
parallel 84 degrees 17 minutes north and Capt. Scott 
82 degrees 17 minutes south. In 1904 Anthony Fiala 
reached 82 degrees 18 minutes north and in 1906. Com- 
mander Peary took another expedition to latitude 8&7 
degrees north. 

Lieut,. Shackleton started from Torquay, England, 
Aug. 7, 1907; and with pony teams hovered about..the 
824 parallel. during. November and December. af 108. 
In @ final dash he reached latitude 88 degrees 23 min- 
utes south in the latter part of December, when he 
was forced to return of account of lack of provisions 
and sickness among his men. !

and Japan in 1904. Japan had always had a covetous 
eye on Corea, and when the Russian forces in Man- 
churia moved across the Corean border, Japan took 
exception to it Feb. 6, 1904, diplomatic relations were 
broken 6ff, and two days later, without formal declara- 


‘tion of war, Japan attacked the Russian fieete in Port 


Arthur and the Cdrean harbor of Chemulpo. Both were 
Japanese victories. Then Port Arthur was blockadéd. 
April 13 Admiral Makaroff went down in his flagship 
Petropaviovsk, and thé Russian naval strength in the 
orient was shattered. Russia made a desperate effort 
‘to redeem her. fortunes by sending out a second fiéet 
from Libau on the Baltic on Oct. 15. 
’ The following spring, 1905, Kuroki overran Corea 
and on the first of May won the battle of the Yalw river. 
The battle Liacyang, frem Aug. 24 to Sept. 4, 
brought together three Japanese armies numbering in 
all 220,000 men under Oyama and an equal Russian 
force. Gen. Kuropatkin was defeated, 40,000 men were 
killed, and Russia's military strength crippled. At the 
battle of the Sha,river, Oct. 9 to 18, the Russians lost 
60,000 men. The result wags not decisive. 

The fret day of 1906 Gen. Stoessel, in command of 
Port Arthur, surrendered his post to Gen. Nogi with 


'42,000 men. 


In the battle of Mukden, which lasted from Feb.-28 
to March 10, the Japanese forces gained a complete 
victory, routing and demoraliging 100,000 men. At this 


‘juncture President Roosevelt intervened, with the re- 


sult that the representatives of the belligerent coun- 
tries met at Portsmouth on Aug. 9, 1906, and drew up ® 
treaty in which Russia ceded Port Arthur and the 
southern half of the island of Sakhalin to Japan.

In- these ten years, haw- 
ever, Canadian manufactures have sprung up and with 
the development of the Canadian, grain country to the 
northwest, Canadian manufacturers in the faée of the 
new Payne-Aldrioh tariff are inclined to stand pgt upon 
the Canadian tariff of 1907. 

This Canadign tariff ig recog jzed as/ more’ protec- 
tive. than was its former measure, presenting a maxi- 
mum against the United States and all others save 
British possessions. An intermediate tariff . provides 
for a duty discount of 10: per cent from the maximum 
in ease agreements ate made with foreign govern- 
ments. Further it provides for the Canadian goversn- 
ment striking at trust agreements through the tariff. 

The Payne-AlGrich tariff in the United States, super- 
seding the Dingley tariff, is fresh in memory, with its

Modifications of the tariff between the Philippines, 
Guam, and Tutulla and the United States have been 
6fected, allowing certain gross bulks of sugar, tobac- 
cos, and cigars in, @uty freé.

Great Britein has been profoundly agitated in the 
last three years over its former tariff policy ana@ has 
been experienciig a growing sentiment toward a 
mild form of protection. No measure has been passed 
and before legislation is enacted the promise of a 
referendum ballot holds, In the British movement, 
however, there are indications of the World’s tendency 
toward adoption of the protecting tariff.

A dozen great trials have absorbed a great deal of 
public attention in the last ten years, Several notori- 
oug murder trials resulted in acquitta] after grousing 


popular interest to the highest tension and in at least: 


one Case a long series of atrocious murders remained 
4 baling mystery. Two astonishing swindling casés 


in which’ well known people were indirectly involved , 


stirred both hemispheres and the greft trials of the 
decade have not failed to attract notoriety. 

The first well known crime since the opening of the 
new century was the kidnaping of Eddie Cudahy by 
Fat Crowe in Omaha in December, 1900. Crowe, a 
criminal with a holdup record, was paid a ransom of 
$26,000 and was for five years at large, during which 
time he fought with the Boers and wandered ever 
the United States tracked by detectives. When cap- 
tured he claimed that young Cudahy had conspired 
with him to extract money from his father, Bdward 
Cudahy,-and while the charge was never fully estab- 
lished, Crowe was eventually released. 

In the latter part of 1901 Miss Elien Stone for a 
score of years a missionary in Turkey was captured 
by Bulgarian bandits and held for a ransom of $110,000. 
The Turkish government sent soldiers against the ban- 
dits and attacked them on Jan. 6, 1902, Meantime 
the American missions raised the ransom and paid it 
Feb. 15 when the soldiery had failed to effect Miss 
Stone’s release. 

In the summer of 1904 Mrs. Florence Maybrick. re- 
turned from England to America after her release in 
London after a term in prison for the murder of James 
M. Maybdrick. 

In the same year Nan Pattersoh was accused of 
the murder of Cesar Young in New York City. In the 
early part of June of that year Yo®mg was seen much 
with the chorus girl and when he died from a revolver 
shot fired,;in @\cab, with Miss Patterson as the only 
other passenger, she was accused of having shot him. 
After three trials she was acquitted on May 12, 19065. 

Johann Hoch, the man who had killed thirty-two 
wives by “nephritis,” was finally caught In New York 


yafter the death of his last wife, Mra. Marie Welker 


of Chicago; who died Dec. 10, 1904, « taking powders 
administered by Hoch. He was 
Chicago. 
Mrs. Cassie L. Chadwick, with @ record as a forger, 
succeeded in 1904 and 1905 in passing checks, drawing 
money on forged bonds and notes, some of which bore 


the forged signature of Andrew Carnegie, on which . 


she raised millions. March 1%, 1906, she was tried in 
the federal court of Cleveland, 0., and was senténced 
to a twelve year term. Shé subsequently died in prison. 
In the same year in December, Gov. Frank Steunen- 
berg was killed in Caldwell, Idaho, by the explosion of 
@ bomb attached to his gate. Moyer, Pettibone, and 
Haywood, officera of the Western Federation of Miners, 
were helé responsible for the crime and: were ar- 
rested in Denver in the spring of 1906. The subse 
quent trial brought out the notorious confession of 
Harry Otchard, who claimed to have been employed 
nal murderer by the miners in eighteen 


prison at Boise, Idaho, while the others were ac- 
quitted. 

Harry Thaw shot Stenford White in New York City 
on the egg Sew June 25, 1906. The testimony at the 
first trial inning Jan. 88, 1907, brought out the 
story of White's relations with Bvelyn Nesbit, Thaw's 
wife, and aroused more comment and feeling in the 
United States than any case that ever came before an 
American jury. As the result of a disagreement Thaw 
was given &@ second trial Jan. 6, 1908, and was adjudged 
insane and committed to Matteawan asylum. All ef- 
fcrts to procure his liberation have thus far. fatled. 

In the same year Bugene EB. Schmits, mayor of San 
Franciseo, Was sentenced to a five year term of im- 
prisonment on July § for bribery. 

In the summer of 1907 Countess tarnowske, a Rus- 
sian countess of Irish descent, killed Count Kara- 
mowski in Venice. Bh was sentenced toe éight years 
imprisonment in May, 1910. 

Adolph Steinheil, a prominent Parisian artist, was 
found strangled to death in his apartments May 1, 
1908, and Madame Marguerite Steinheil was accused 
of his murder. Sentence has not yet been passed upon 
her, bué the evidence against her is strong. Inci- 
dentally the prosecution brought out the fact that Presi- 
dent Fatre Was found dead In her apartments. 

Caleb Powers, once sentenced to bé“hanged and 
twice to life imprisonment, wae pardoned June 14, 
1908, by Gov. A. BE. Willsen of Kentucky. He was 
accused of the murder of Gov.-elect William Goebel 
before the capito) in Frankfort, Ky., Jan. 30, 1900.

Land Frauds. 


Coincident with the conservation of the gountry’s’ 


resources wnder the Reosevelt administration came 
ere of the greatest of ajl sensations in the history of 
‘the country—the “land fraud cases.” 

Under Ethan Allen Hitchcock as secretary of the 
interior the grossest of all governmental intrigues and 
rascalities were uncoyered in his department in 1902 
and before the investigations were done, more than 
a thousand indictments Were returried against “ prom- 
inent citizens” of the Country, United States senators 
and representatives were entangled, afd half the states 
in the union were in arma to discover the extent to 
which they had been victimized thfough the machina- 
tiuns of the department at Washington and the “ prom- 
inent citizens" of the United States. 

For years a system within the department had de- 


ceived department heads in the interests of senators, : ; 


representatives, governors of states, judges, lawyers, 
prosecuting officers, bankers, and “‘ representative’ men 
of every class. The homestead act, the desert iand 
act, and ‘the stone and timber act of national legisia- 
tion had been violated and infringed. Syndicates and 


corporations had been formed for raiding the public . 


domain. California and Oregon frauds attracted « first 
move.

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. Peace and Disarmament. 


International arbitration and international armament 


have received considerable attention in the last decafé 
through the efforts of The Hague peace conventions ana 
the American peace congress. The first Hague con- 
gress was held in 1898 at the suggestion of the csar 
of Russia, Nicholas IJ. At the time another meeting 
was contemplated in 1904, but the Russo-Japanese war 
absorbed public and diplomatic attention. In 1903 An- 
drew Carnegie gave $1,500,000 to erect a “palace of 
peace” at The Hague, and when the conference was 
finally called in 1907 the body met in this edifice. WNell- 
doff, Russian ambassador in France, presided, and the 
resolutions taken by’ the _gathering were in favor of 
forced arbitration and limited military burdens upon 
jthe people of Europe. 

Through the inflwence of Mr. Carnegie the first Amer- 
jean peace conference was held in Nev “ork In April of 
1907, at which wget haa states were .epresented.

Nerwap ye Sweden. 


On June 7, 1906, Siewae officially declared its inde- 
pendence from Sweden and without armed resistance or 
bloodshed of any sort the breach was recognised by 
Oscar II. of Sweden at the treaty of Karistad. The 
break was caused by a disagreement ever the right of 
Swedish ministers tb hold Norwegian consuls in sub- 
ordination, Haakon VII., crown prince of Denmark, 
was chosen king of Norway.

In the fmancial world the one conspicuous sensation * 
of the decade began in October, 1907, in the failure of 
Otto Heinze & Co. in New York to corner the copper 
market. Heinze’s house was suspended from the stock 
exchange, iInvestigationg were made of several New 
York banks charged with lending themselves to “ wild- 
cat” loans; runs were made on banks all over the 
country, clearing house certificates were issued in lieu 
of curréncy—all charged to a chief cause of over- 
expansion in business more or jess legitimate. 

The United States government came to the rescue, 
making deposits in national depositories; J. P. Morgan 
and his confréres placed $25,000,000 in cash with the 
stock exchanges for disposition as loans on collateral; 
gold was imported and Panama canal bonds were issued. 
On the whole, no widespread, permanent results fol- 
lowed other than the clearing up of financial abuses 
that had been growing from bad to worse. 

Since this panic of 1907 many of the larger cifles 
have experienced the merging of their larger banks. 
Chicage and New York especially haye seen some large 
amalgamations of banking eapital that would have been 
undreamed of a few years before. The failure of the 
Walsh bank; the failure of the Stensland bank and 
the chase of the absconding bank president by Tue 
TRIBUNE, ending in Stensiand’s arrest in Morocco, the

Failures. 

In the ten years between 13891 and 1901 the failures 
in all Mnes of manufacture, commerce, transportation, 
and banking greatly exceeded the faflures in the present 
decade, both in numbers of failures and in.total of ligbfl- 
ities. Not even the panic of 1907-08 equaled the total 
of liabilities of failing institutions tn the United States. 
For example, compare the figures of 1893 and 1896, as re- 
ported by Dun’s, to the failures resulting in the 1907-08

A physica! valuation of railroad property in 
the state of Jilinois is to form an important | 
feature of the evidence which the railroads 
propose to use in their intended attack on the 
constitutionality of the state 2 cemt passenger 
fare law passed by the legislature in 1907. 

Agents of the principal railroads operating 
through the state have been engaged for the 
last two months in an inventory of the prop- 
erty of the roads, the engineering depart- 
ments have been making an appraisal of the 
equipment and various appurtenances, and 
estimates are being made of the value of rall- 
road lands.as compared with that of the 
adjacent realty. 

Heretofore shippers and the members of 
state and federal commissions appointed to 
regulate the railroads have been the princi- 
pal advocates of physical valuation for rate 
making purposes, while the railroads gener- 
ally have opposed such a principle. Recently 
they have experienced a change of front in 
this respect and railroad officials repeatedly 
have asserted that they have more to gain
